postoffice 
department. 
Though accustomed to censorship, the boud 
will make the newsmen more observant of 
propriety. 
Each item of news they send out of the 
country will be kept on file. 
lf at any time 
the postoffice departm ent decides an item 
did Argentine damage, 
intentional or not, 
the bond will be forfeited. 
Just to make it 
m ore difficult, the bond will be in jeopardy 
until three years after the correspondent 
has ceased to send news. 
Apparently, the 
thing is flawless. 
Not 
only will Argentina be able 
to 
suppress 
news it does not relish, but it will be able 
to collect damages in 
case it overlooks 
something. 
Since the bonds may be placed 


at from 5.000 to 50,OOO pesos (par value ap­ 
proximately 70 cents), the d-m ages will be 
a potential item of consequence.

That Is the Joker in 
every schem e to Impose censorship. 


Ouch 
Luigi Pirandello, Italian dramatist, story 
teller and, apparently, practical philosopher, 
has a theory about Ethiopia which he think*

seems significant that his eyes twinkled 
when he expounded it to ship news report­ 
ers last Saturday. 
“For more than 50 years," he explained.

have been nullified by the. persistent hostil­ 
ity of Abyssinian chieftains who are only 
Interested In continuing by brute force and 
under terrifying

"By their bold and tenacious efforts for 
more than a century, the American people 
have conquered a whole continent and made 
lf a home for the prolific work of the white 
rare. 
I am anre they cannot withhold their 
sympathetic feelings for the Italian people, 
determined to call to civilization the last re­ 
gions where slavery 
la 
atli! 
openly and 
shamefully perpetuated 
Then, twisting the knife a little, as It were 
Mr. Pirandello compared 
Italy's 
attitude 
toward Ethiopia with early American set­ 
tlers’ treatm ent of the indiana a few cen­ 
turies ago. 
Isn t it somewhat strange that 
a man famous for fantasy should be one of 
the first to remind the United States that it, 
too. Is not Innocent of the ambitions whose 
appearance in Italy now prove ac alarming 
and dangerous? 
When soldiers march Into 
foreign territory under rivlllxatlon’a banner, 
as they always do, freedom becomes rela­ 
tively unimportant, except to the victims of 
the invasion, the jealous rivals of 
the In­ 
vader, and, to make room for the United 
States, the conscientious upholders of Ideal­ 
ism In international relations.

ment is Neglect, Says

Mastoiditis, infection of the mas­ 
toid hone, 
is 
a 
dreaded disorder 
rather commonly 
encountered 
In 
young children. 
A* a rule it fol­ 
low* som e Infectious disease, such 
as 
scarlet 
fever, 
m easles, 
diph­ 
theria or influenza. 
It may occur 
as a complication of 
the sim ple 
head cold, tonsilitis or nasal infec­ 
tion. 
The mastoid bone Is that bony 
prominence found behind the ear. 
It Is filled with 
many air spaces 
called mastoid cella. 
These cells 
connect with one another and com­ 
municate with the middle ear. 
The 
latter 
In 
turn connects with the 
nose through the eustachian tubes. 
Since the mastoid cella are lined 
with the same sort of mucous tis­ 
sue that comes from the throat Into 
the middle ear, it can readily be 
seen how germs can reach the mas­ 
toid hone. 
When pus form* In the 
mastoid cells drainage Is difficult 
and the infection remains pocket­ 
ed. 
Accounts For Pain 
This accounts for the severe pain 
and discomfort 
that 
accompany 
mastoiditis. 
The pus can only be 
removed by making an incision In 
the ma*.old bone. 
In former years 
thia surgical procedure often had 
fatal reaulta. 
Today the operation 
is no longer feared. 
There is great danger In neglect­ 
ing m astoiditis. 
Bear in mind that 
j the mastoid bone 
is 
close to the 
brian, and though it la not a part 
of this delicate organ. It is only 
separated from the brain by a very 
thin layer of bone, 
lf Infection Is 
present and the pus is not drained, 
there is always danger of the In­ 
fection traveling to the brain. 
A* a rule the victim of mastoidi­ 
tis complains of severe headache. 
When the ear begins to discharge 
the pus, relief Is obtained. 
Fever Is usually present, and In 
young children it may he as high 
as HO degrees.
